of the sun, a most rare collection o'f spol- 
wbicb, In themselves, are of great intertst 
a astronomers and physicists trom onuj 
considerations,-and which, In connection 
with tbcir fflccts on the weat&er of our 
planet, «ill at present, no doubt, con id- 
erably inlercst us all, farmers, perhaps 
more especially 


These spots are, wKb a few minor ex 


ceplions, north of tbe sun s equator, to a

PLUM AID CEZXBT TaMJ BLACK KIOT 
A correspondent ol the Country Gentle- 


man says this season has been favorable 
for tbe development of tbe disease of the 
plum and cherry tree* known as black 
knol 
This is an old, loog standing trou- 


ble of tbe orchards, »nd b.«» been the sub 
ject of much discussion In tbe nstncn""™1 


and "horticultural papers for many jearf 
Tbe ' di eases," so-called, of plaoif, are 
now divided noder three beads 
r-irst, 


those 'caused by m=tct6, 03 the various 
galls etc , second tbose of fuogus ongfn, 
like tbe rusts', smuts, mildews, etc , aod 
tblrd thoie troubles that are organic, as 
far as they are understood 
It is saf* to 


define tbe third class as Including tbose 
diseases tbat da not belong to tbe firfct and 
second classes—tbe plants aie "out of 
sorts < 


The black knot. wat long belleved by ento- 


mologists to be ol insect origin, and tbej 
seemed 'o have a very strong argument 
The eggs and young insects were usnally 
louod wilhio tbe substance of tbe knot,and 
their presence was "strong evidence of Ihe 
eauec being insects. All eorts of distor- 
tions, like galls on willovjs oaks etc 
W itbm tbe past ten vears, the black knot 
has been carefully studied by several-ex 
pens nith fungi, and under tbo higher 
powers of tbe microscope, the cause of the 
peculiar d «tortlon bee imc evident 
Tbe 


b'ack knot Is DOW well demonstrated as 
belonging to tbe second class of diseases 
or diso-ders, and Is therefore of fungus, 
origin, 
\mong other things, it wa« sbown 


tbat tbe same kind of loaecc was not always 
present, infact.no Insects or eggs weie 
found in tbe early stages of Ibe knot

Tbe black knot fungus is 


known to botanists as Spkana mor&osa, 
and attacks tbe youog branches of tbe 
pium and cherry trees m tbe spring. By 
tbe first of June the infested parts have 
swollen considerably, aod Mibn after these 
portions have cracked 
longitudinally in 


one or more places. 
Tbe surface tbvs 


exposed is soft or spongy, and quickly 
turns to an olivc-grt.cn color 
Tnis color 


is due lo the formation of uanultltude of 
minute spores that, form on tbe tips of 
plant-, extendiog from tbe surface. The 
knot continues to increase ID siza until 
past midsummer ar.d frequently tbe branch 
becomes bent to one side, or other* ^t 
distorted owing to tbe irregular growth ol 
tbe fungus 
It ib seldom that tbe knol 


extends equally on all sides of tbe branch 


As the season advances, a second form

The fact Ibat Insect eggs and "worms'

The soft substance developjed 
by Ibe furjgua furnifhes a fine homo for 
voracious lanas.and tbe mother insects 
make the most of tbe feeding ground thus,

moval and burning of all affected parts.
